NINE MURDERS 


Anil Forty-nine Suicides In Indiana 
During August. 


There were nine murder- and for­ 
ty-four -uieide- in Indiana in the 
month of August, according to fig­ 
ures made public by the state board 
of health. Eight men and one woman 
were murdered and thirty-five men 
and nine women committed suicide. 
Accidents were responsible for 193 
deaths, 
according 
to 
the 
state 
board'- report, making a total of 246 
deaths during the month from “ ex­ 
ternal” cau-es— 192 men and 54 wo­ 
men. 
Six men were murdered by gun­ 
sho ts, one woman was murdered by 
drowning, one 
man was 
killed by 
stabs and one was beaten to death. 
Six men used gunshots to kill them­ 
selves and 
six hanged 
themselves. 
Two men cut their own throats and 
fifteen drank 
carbolic 
acid. 
Four 
women took the carbolic acid method 
of “ passing out.” Four men and four 
women took other poisons, which re- 
sulted in death. One woman and one 
man asphyxiated themselves and one 
man killed 
himself by 
stepping in 
ftont of a train. 
In the accidental deaths, twenty- 
two were from drowning, sixteen be­ 
ing men and six women. The drown­ 
ing total is unusually large for one 
month. 
Thirty-nine 
persons 
in­ 
cluding thirty-seven men and two wo­ 
men were accidentally killed on the 
steam railroads and four men were 
killed on the interurban ro a ds. Twen­ 
ty perso ns were killed bv fa lls.

Several Unprecedented Features Mark 


Today’s 
Gathering 
at 
Saratoga, 


Among Which Are Noted Apathy of 


Party Leaders, Slim Attendance and 


Apparent Inability to Unite on Any 


of the Avowed Candidates. 


Saratoga. N. Y „ Sept. 25.— Tn many 
respects this is a mighty queer Repub­ 
lican convention. 
In the first place 
there is the slimmest attendance of 
any convention within the annals of 
the party in this state. 
U sually 5,000 
nersons attend a Republican state con­ 
vention, no m atter where held in the 
state or in what month of the year. 
A ll told after careful Investigation, 
there are riot more than 1.500 present 
on the field, and when it is recalled 
that of this number 1,015 
are dele­ 
gates, it w ill be easily apparent that 
there is either a lack of interest in the 
result of this convention or that folks 
are too busy to leave their vocations 
to attend a political gathering. 
Then, 
too, there is only a meager represen­ 
tation of the notable m m of the party. 
Senator Root. W illiam Barnes, B. B. 
Odell, Mr. Ivins, Mr. Berri, Mr. Payne 
and several others, including Chair­ 
man Parson and President Kom ig. sat 
In a spacious room in one of the big 
cottages of the United Statts hotel 
discussing planks to be submitted to 
the committee on resolutions.

Formal Statement Expresses 


Certitude et Result. 


New York. Sept. 25.— Before leaving 
for Altoona, President Taft, at the 
home of his brother, H enry W . Taft, 
gave out a statement to the newspaper 
men. 
“ When I declared, a few' weeks ago 
that I felt reasonably sure of my own 
re.election In November and the suc­ 
cess of the Republican 
party,” the 
president said. 
“ I was regarded by 
some as entirely over-sanguine and 
unaware of the situation. 
Today, how­

"Cost seem ed to be no object 
to 
the y ou ng m an who was interested in 
prom oting the sale of a certain brand 
of cig arettes,’’ said the hotel m an a ­ 
ger. 
“Ou r y ou ng salesm an, for su ch 
he Is In effect, wou ld en te r the main 
dining room of the hotel and order his 
dinner. 
As he was eating he wou ld 
note the progress of a m eal at 
an 
adjoining table, preferably w here 
a 
y ou ng man was dining with a y ou ng 
woman. 
Ju st at the proper m om ent 
a fte r he had finished his own meal 
and paid his check he wou ld recall 
the w aiter, hand him a generou s tip

“In the Philippine Islands, customs

_ repeatedly demonstrated

articles on this subject, methods that 
have proved resultful in other coun­ 
tries, are wholly impracticable here.

note of the article advertised and the 
distributor, for Immediate

townsman are presented with the op­ 
portunity of visiting some city or the 
Metropolis, the article desired is pur­ 
chased, and so far as the advertiser 
and the 
file e a se’ Is concerned, the 
source of such purchase is unknown. 
For instance our own 'reach the peo­ 
ple methods’ might be 
in 
need 
of 
minor Improvement, yet, from a stand j 
point of publishing the ‘dope’ that the 
people want and that is of Interest to 
the masses, we refer you to our ad- I 
vertlsers as to our ‘being there 
with
